There is no better time to 
The Forward Movement think over again what the 

Forward Movement means 
than now at the beginning of the new Church year. At 
the meeting of the House of Bishops at Houston early 
in November Bishop Hobson, the chairman of the For- 
ward Movement Commission, spoke twice—once at a 
devotional meeting and once in the business session— 
in regard to the purposes and work of the movement. 
His addresses were searching and inspiring. It is long 
since I have heard so admirable an oullias of what real 
discipleship of our Lord means. 


I can in no way here convey the spirit and power of 
Bishop Hobson’s address but I can remind you that 
the whole movement is based upon the attempt to 
make our discipleship a constantly growing power in 
our lives. The seven words which describe the disciple’s 
way ought to be constantly before us. They are: 


“Turn.” We should always be sure that we are 
headed in the right direction. 


“Follow.” Headed right, we start at once to follow 
Christ. 


“Learn.” We must constantly study His will. 


“Pray.” We can not do His will without the strength 
that prayer gives us. 


“Serve.” His will always means helping others. 


“Worship.” An essential part of our Christian life is 
une with our fellow Christians in the worship of 


“Share.” Our Christian life is not complete unless we 


are trying to bring others to share its blessings with 
us. 


In this Diocese let us put emphasis on the last point, 
which means that all the cultivation of our spiritual 
life, whether individually or in groups ought in the 
end to reach out in the evangelistic effort to bring 


» others what we have found precious in our own 
ives. 


.Those well-known lines from Philli 
Christmas Brooks’ lovely Christmas hymn: “O holy 

Child of Bethlehem! descend to us, we 
pray; cast out our sin and enter in, be born in us 


today” bring us a thought quite parallel to that of the 
Forward Movement. The Forward Movement reminds 


us that discipleship in words but not in life is a 


pretty poor kind of thing. The words from the hymn 
remind us that however merrily or however splen- 
didly we may celebrate the birth of the Savior, our 


celebration is a good deal of a sham unless the Christ 
is born in us, 


Christmas brings many messages, all growing out 
of the one great fact that “The Word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us.” It is the day of peace. 
It is the day of good will. It is the day of kindness 
and generosity. It is the day of the children, for “a 
little child shall lead them.” It is the day which hal- 
lows the home and the family life. It is in common 
social tradition the day of merrymaking. But if you 
stop to think of it ig realize that not even the great 
central truth of the Incarnation is of avail unless 
something corresponding to it, continuing it, happens 
to men. The Christ must be born in us or his birth 
on Christmas Day has little meaning for the world. 
It may herald an ideal but it brings no power, no 
alae conquest of the world nor winning of men 

rom the way of men to the way of God. 


The Christ must be born in us. That is the mind of 
Christ must become our mind, the way of Christ our 
way, the goal of Christ our goal. It is a mystical 
thing if you like but yet a very real and practical 
thing. Neither mind nor way nor goal is difficult to 
understand. As they begin to take possession of our 
lives the Christ is born in us. Let us then celebrate 
our Christmas in such wise as to make it a real new 
birth of the Savior of the world.

A Footnote no name signed. It was not like those 
anonymous letters which are often re- 
ceived and which are expressions merely of irritated 
cowardice. It was an inquiring, sweet-tempered, high- 
minded letter and one realized on reading it the rea- 
son for the anonymity. The questions which were 
asked had to do with the Christian attitude toward 
marriage and the relation of the sexes. They were 
rtinent questions which perhaps no one can answer 
in any thoroughly satisfactory way but there are defi- 
nite Christian principles involved and in a iater issue

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St. Peter’s Church, Oakland 


A reception honoring the Rev. Edgar F. Gee, retiring 
rector of St. Peter’s Church, Oakland, was given by 
the parish November 26. Last July marked the forty- 
fifth anniversary of Father Gee’s active ministry and 
he retired on November 30, with the universal regret 
of his many friends and the flock for whom he founded 
the parish of St. Peter’s twenty-three years ago. Father 
Gee, who received his seminary training at Nashotah 
House and was ordained to the diaconate by the newly- 
consecrated Bishop Nichols of California in 1890, did 
early work for the Church in Wisconsin and Illinois. 
He came to Oakland in 1903, as rector of old St. John’s. 
It was while at St. John’s that Father Gee became 
known as the father of the Chinese and negro mis- 
sions. Ten years later he established St. Peter’s, in 
which parish he remains as the loved and honored 
rector emeritus. 


On the evening of the first Sunday in Advent a very 
beautiful service of remembrance was held in St. 
Peter’s Church in memory of Madeline Ellen Kelley, 
who entered into rest on July 1. The office was read 
by Father Webb, priest in charge of St. Peter’s. The 
lesson was read by Father Gee and the sermon was 

reached by Father Battershill, rector of St. James, 
Oakland. A choir of twenty-five candidates of the Girls 
Friendly Society of True Sunshine Chinese Mission, 
in blue veils, entered the church in procession with 
St. Peter’s choir, singing the stirring missionary 
hymn “Fling Out the Banner.” After the sermon and 
offertory the Chinese choir sang “God’s Children Live 
in Many Lands,” particularly appropriate at a service 
honoring the memory of a pioneer in the furthering of 
racial friendships within the Church. Following the 
song a handsome chalice and paten and a white and 
old burse and veil were consecrated by Father Gee 
or use at the altar of True Sunshine Chinese Mission. 
The Archdeacon then presented the chalice and paten 
to Father Wu, in the name of friends and co-workers 
of Madeline Ellen Kelley throughout the Diocese; and 
the burse and veil in the name of Father Daly, who 
offered them in memory of a martyred Chinese priest 
of the Church in China. After Father Wu’s acceptance 
of the memorials the True Sunshine Girls Friendly So- 
ciety choir sang “Jesus, Tender Shepherd” in Chinese, 
the candidates’ hymn, and the service closed with 
carers and the blessing by Father Wu. Representa- 
vies from all parts of the Diocese, including many 
clergy, filled the church to honor the memory of one 
who had lived a loyal, consistent, Christian life, set an 
example in race friendship for all to see and follow 
and left behind her a splendid, well-established work 
for others to carry on. A worker and officer in the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, Daughters of the King and Girls 
Friendly Society, in which she held the vice-presidency 
of the vocation of Oakland, and treasurer of the 


Bishop’s Committee of True Sunshine, Madeline Ellen 
Kelley’s memory will never be lost in the Diocese of 
California.

St. Luke’s Church, Los Gatos

On November 10, Armistice Sunday, the 143rd 
Field Artillery band of the California National Guard, 
Oakland, made their ninth annual visit to the church 
of their chaplain, Major David Todd Gilmor, St. 
Luke’s Church, Los Gatos. 


The fact that the epistle appointed for the day, the 
twenty-first Sunday after Trinity, was St. Paul's ex- 
hortation to the Ephesians—beginning, “My brethren, 
be strong in the Lord and the power of His might”— 
made the service singularly appropriate for Armis- 
tice Day. In his sermon, the Rev. Mr. Gilmor, after 
reviewing the present condition of the world as lit- 
erally being an armed war camp, made a stirring 
appeal for Christians everywhere to “take on the 
whole armor of God .. . and having done all, 
to stand steadfastly for the gospel of peace, taught by 


‘Jesus Christ.” 


The music for the hymns and a special offertory 
selection were played by the band.

Cathedral Horizons 


It has been the aim of Grace Cathedral to glorify 
God not only by existing as a thing of beauty to 
both man and God but also as a sacrament, an out- 
ward and visible vehicle of the inner and spiritual 
life of the Diocese, a local center at which the faith- 
ful may gather and make their corporate unity not 
only more evident but also more real and from which 
a spiritual influence may flow forth to bless the whole 
community. In pursuit of that ideal perhaps most no- 
ticeable is the custom of having each parish and 
mission in the Diocese remembered in the office of 
holy communion on one fixed day in every year and 
a notice of the remembrance sent at the time to the 
clergyman in charge. So many thankful acknowl- 
edgments have been received for these services that 
the Bishop and the Cathedral authorities feel happy 
to conclude that they are proving a real blessing. 


In further pursuit of that ideal it has been the cus- 
tom in Whitsun week, for several years past, to ar- 
range for special eucharists for each of the national- 
ities represented in our diocesan life and to have 
these, so far as possible, in the language of each na- 
tionality. Eucharists have been celebrated so far only 
in Chinese and Japanese but scripture lections have 
been read in Syriac for a Syrian congregation. The 
colored congregations have each year attended a eu- 
charist offered by one of their clergy. Last year spe- 
cial eucharists were offered for the Holy Orthodox 
Eastern and the Roman Church, one of our own 
Cathedral clergy officiating. 


Last year a custom was begun, which will be con- 
tinued this year, of providing a brief service at noon- 
day on all weekdays of Lent, at which addresses were 
made by various clergy of the congregations of the 
Diocese. The effect of these was felt to increase the 
sense of unity in the Diocese and the Cathedral as a 
home center for all and its altar as the hearth of the 
Heavenly Family. 


In the matter of sermons at the great services in 
the Cathedral also a constant aim has been maintain- 
ed to invite clergymen from various parishes in the 
Diocese to preach on stated occasions and so promote 
the feeling that the Cathedral life is a matter in 
which all have part, not a mere parochial life. 


Further in that line great services are held from 
lime to time in which all Christians are asked to 
join—on Armistice Day, on Empire Day on Bible 
Sunday and on the anniversary of the English 
Bible, services of intercession for peace and for the 
Oxford Group, for the Young People’s Fellowship and 
others. In such both ministers and laymen of various 
denominations have been asked to make addresses or 
to read lessons. There has been much evidence and 
some direct testimony that there is a growing sense 
in the community of the value of the Cathedral as 


a center of worship and life and the place for great 
gatherings for truly religious occasions. 


More and more the eyes of citizens of San Fran- 
cisco are turned toward the Cathedral on its hill, not 
only as a noble landmark on which they look with 
pride but also as a really active factor and an influ- 
ence for highest good in the life of the city. 


Christmas with the Choir 


The weeks before Christmas are busy with men 
and boys of the choir. Each year they add to their 
repertoire of carols. They alternate in learning a can- 
tata or a new anthem or communion setting. Many 
calls come for their services during the Christmas 
season and there are several regular engagements 
which they do not fail to keep.

This year also the choir will 
sing at a function at the Presidio. 


On Christmas Eve they sing carols at the midnight 
service in the Cathedral.

On Christmas morning, Stan- 
ford’s communion service will be sung, with the 
creed by Smart; carols in the ambulatory before the 
service and the old familiar ““Adeste Fidelis,” “Hark! 
the Herald Angels Sing” and “O Little Town of 
Bethlehem” for hymns. The offertory will be “O Holy 
Night” by Adam. 


On Christmas night one of the great events of the 
life of the choir takes place. This is the singing of 
the cantata with Rudy Seiger’s orchestra in the lobby 
of the Fairmont Hotel. This year it will be the “Story 
of Christmas,” by H. Alexander Matthew. A large 
and enthusiastic audience gathers each year. After the 
singing Rudy Seiger and the hotel management enter- 
tain the choir at supper. and the Dean’s medal for 
the boy who has made the greatest advancement 
during the year is presented. It is the end of a busy 
and interesting day. The cantata of Christmas night 
will be presented on the Sunday after Christmas at 
the 4:00 o’clock service in the Cathedral. 


This year we have an innovation. On the Sunday 
before Christmas, at 4:00 o’clock, the choir will sing 
all the carols they know, if time permits. There are 
several beautiful new ones and the old ones are al- 
ways dear to us.

Do Your Part in Golden Rule Movement

As you may already have noted, the Churchmen’s 
Round Table in October inaugurated a Golden Rule 
driving campaign among Episcopal clubs and mem- 
bership, which was immediately submitted to the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce in San Francisco for 
use in their holiday safety drive.

If, in addition, the 
authorities in the Diocese are agreeable to making a 
‘spot’ announcement each Sunday during that period 
that also would be of material benefit to us.” 

In a “Chronicle” editorial of November 25 we find 
the following: 

“The period between Thanksgiving and New Year's 
is the peak for automobile accidents in San Francisco. 
Last year in this holiday time twenty-three San Fran- 
ciscans were killed in traffic accidents. Today the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce—with the co-operation 
of civic clubs, merchants’ associations and employers’ 

ou is launching a campaign for an accidentless 

oliday season. Very appropriately it is a Golden 
Rule driving campaign. It calls for consideration for 
others. It calls for thoughtfulness and responsibility. 
It applies to drivers and pedestrians alike. It goes di- 
rectly to the cause of the biggest percentage of acci- 
dents—carelessness. It addresses its message to the 
human heart. This appeal to good will is made in the 
season when good will to men is traditionally in our 
consciousness. But it is doubly seasonable, as this is 
the time of year when accidents are most numerous. 
Darkness comes on early, the streets are often wet. 
Traffic is congested and many shoppers are on the 
streets. May this campaign, based on the highest hu- 
man appeal, be successful. And remember the Golden 
Rule is eternal. It is the way of life after the first of 
the year as well as during the holiday time. Follow 
the Golden Rule as your permanent driving code.” 

We are depending on the members of our parishes 
to further the movement by placing the Golden Rule 
sticker on the rear window of their cars and place as 
many among their friends as possible. You will find 
that the psychological effect of this sticker will be to 
improve your own driving and increase your sense of 
safety, as well as the satisfaction of leading in a 
worth-while movement.

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St. Matthew’s Church, San Mateo 


Three score years and ten is long as time goes in 
post-Spanish California. Yet it was in October, 1865, 
that the Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo, was 
founded. The parish celebrated its seventieth anni- 
versary with a dinner, an historical exhibit, and ai- 
Niversafy service and a tea at which gowns of dif- 
ferent periods of the parish’s history were worn. 


The service on Sunday, October 6, the day after 
the true birthday of the church, started off the series 
of commemorative events. The sermon was preached 
by the rector, the Rev. Lindley H. Miller. Mr. Miller 
wore the garb generally worn by Episcopal clergy- 
men in the middle of the nineteenth saehere—cnmsock, 
white preaching tabs and black preaching gown. 


Wednesday night there was a dinner in the parish 
house and speakers were the mayor of San Mateo, 
Archdeacon 
late Rev. N. B. W. Gallwey who was rector of the 
church from 1904 to 1910; and the Very Rev. H. H. 
Shires, dean of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific. In the parish house was an exhibit of histori- 
cal documents and pictures relating to early days of 
the church. 

On Sunday, October 20, Dr. D. Charles Gardner, 
chaplain of Stanford University, who was intimately 
associated with the parish in the nineties, was the 
preacher. 

The closing event was a tea given by the League 
for Service of the parish, at which gowns of different 
periods were modeled. Miss Eleanor Boyd was gen- 
eral chairman of the tea. Three court presentation 
gowns—worn in 1865, 1911 and 1933—were among 


the numerous attractions at this successful fete. 


San Mateo was a small town with a score or more 
families when on October 5, 1865, five men met at 
the home of the Hon. George H. Howard and drew 
up the resolution founding the parish. Among the 
first vestrymen were William C. Iston, George H. 
Howard and Darius Ogden Mills. Mr. Howard donated 
two acres of land for the church site and a subscrip- 
tion list made ible construction of the church 
early the following year. It was the first stone Epis- 
copal church in California. 

The Rev. Alfred Lee Brewer had been called as 
missionary in charge, for the parish was not self- 
supporting at that time. Around Mr. Brewer grew up 
one of the Diocese’s strongest institutional centers. He 
was quick to see the advantages of education and at 
once established the St. Matthew’s School for Boys. 
For a short time a girls’ school was operated in con- 
nection with the parish. The Armitage Orphanage, 
named after Bishop Armitage, a personal friend of 
Mr. Brewer, was started and is still, in a sense, in 
existence—insofar as its endowment now helps sup- 
port the work of St. Andrew’s Inn in San Francisco 
and work among girls at Maria Kip San 
tang formerly a branch of the Armitage Or- 

anage. 

r In the nineties the Church gre School of the 
Pacific was founded by Bishop Nichols and remained 
in San Mateo until its buildings were destroyed by 
the earthquake of 1906. In 1910 it moved to the Ca- 
thedral site in San Francisco and recently to Berkeley. 

In the late eighties Dr. Brewer resigned to carry on 
the work of the boys’ school and there followed a 
succession of rectors, chief of whom were the Rev. 
J. R. DeW. Cowie and the Rev. Edward L. Parsons 
(1900-1904), now Bishop of the Diocese. He was fol- 
lowed by the Rev. N. B. W. Gallwey, rector of the 
parish at the time the church was destroyed by the 
earthquake and under whom the present church, one 
of the loveliest stone churches in the West, was 


odgkin, Mr. Edgar Gallwey, son of the. 


built. Mr. Gallwey was succeeded by the Rev. Dr. 
Walter H. Cambridge, under whose rectorship the 
Julia Howard Beylard memorial parish house was 
erected. He became rector emeritus in 1932, when the 
Rev. Lindley H. Miller was called as rector. 

There are many beautiful memorials in the present 
church, among the most interesting being the west 
window in memory of Darius Ogden Mills, grand- 
father of ex-President Hoover’s Secretary of the 
Treasury, the gift of his daughter, Mrs. Whitelaw | 
Reid. An altar is in memory of George Pullman, 
founder of the Pullman Car Company, and was given 
by his daughter, Mrs. Arthur Schermerhorn. 

The church has been the parent church of many 
missions. Some have grown to be parishes—such as 
St. Peter’s, Redwood City, and St. Paul’s, Burlingame. 
Others are still missions—such as the Good Shepherd, 
Belmont; Grace, Homestead; and St. Andrew’s, Lo- 
mita Park. Two others—one in Mayfield and one in 
Easton—have been closed through combinations. The 
church was also the mother church of the convoca- 
tional system in the West. One of the first acts of 
Mr. Brewer when he came to San Mateo was to or- 

anize the Convocation of San Jose for the better 

uilding up of the Church in the sparsely settled, 
scattered communities of his day. That was the first 
application of the system anywhere in the West. 

The Church of St. Matthew has made one other 

t contribution to the life of the community. 
rough generosity of Mrs. Whitelaw Reid the Mills 
Memorial Hospital was built on land adjoining the 
church. While it is administered as a separate insti- 
tution the rector of the church (at present the rector 
emeritus) is ex officio president of the board of trus- 
tees, thus assuring permanently that the preaching 
and healing ministry of the Church will be carried on 
side by side.

(Report of a special committee on the condition of 
the church) 


You have asked as, as members of All Saints Parish, 
for a frank statement of our views on church condi- 
tions. A group of eight women met on Tuesday after- 
noon and very frankly and openly discussed the whole 
situation as they see it. No one was satisfied with the 
church as it is but we feel that the condition that pre- 
vails in our little church is true of the whole Diocese 
and of the whole Church throughout the world today. 


This is an age of material, self-seeking motives and. 


the world to a large degree has become cold and in- 
different to spiritual things. What is needed in the 
whole Diocese, in the whole Church, in our little par- 
ish, is an awakening realization of the power of God to 
rule, direct and sustain men’s lives. 


We concurred in the opinion that only this spiritual 
realization in the world and in our individual lives can 
regenerate and make us “live again.” All matters per- 
taining to aims and methods and organizations and 
programs are just so much material machinery forced 
upon an indifferent people. These should and can only 
be an outpoured demonstration of an inward power, 
an expression and expansion of a true, deep love of 
what the church gives us. 


All of us agreed that a more personal religion was 
necessary in All Saints. That all sermons on the rec- 
tor’s part should be directed toward that end. That 
every member should be constantly imbued that the 
power of God is absolutely necessary in his life; that 
we need to come to church to receive that power; that 
the services give us all that we seek to uphold us from 
day to day; that we can not live without this power 
and must seek and find it. 


Every human being has despair, disillusion, poverty, 
vital decisions to make, children to control, cares and 
burdens to bear and his own sins to combat. No ser- 
mons on Church history or practices or the future life 
can do anything for the hearer but leave him cold. 
Such matters are for instruction classes for those wiio 
desire it. He seeks for a power outside himself and if 
he finds it in a church he will come again and again, 
not as a duty but because he needs it. 

On the part of the members we emphasize the mis- 
sionary spirit. We find the power ourselves and bring 
others to find it also. It is a matter of slow under- 
standing and co-operation but it is the only method as 
we see it. 

We earnestly recommend, if the right person of 
dynamic spiritual force can be found, that we have a 
mission in the church. The coldness and indifference 
must be broken up and perhaps through a strong mis- 
sion that start can be made. 

As to organizations the same fundamental require- 
ment exists. Only leaders with a burning zeal for God 
and a deepening love of what the church means to 
them can lead others. 


Proposed Child Labor Amendment 


Ratification of the proposed child labor amendment 
was favored by a motion passed by the executive 
board on which the roll call showed 15 in favor, 1 
opposed, 2 not voting and 2 absent. Women in States 
where the amendment is not yet ratified are urged to 
secure information on this subject from the National 
Child Labor Committee, 419 Fourth avenue, New 
York City and, as opposed to the amendment, the Na- 
tional Committee of the Protection of Child, Family. 
School and Church, 1218 Olive street, St. Louis. If, 
after study, they favor ratification, they are urged to 
take action.
